It’s Solved, Burns Says. 
New York, Dec. 17.—[Special. ]—Wil- 
liam J. Burns, director of the bureau of 
investigation of the department of jus- 
tice, arrived from Washington tonight 
and declared that Wolfe Lindenfeld, ar- 
rested in Warsaw in connection with 
the Wall street bomb explosion, “ was 
not implicated in the plot which resu!t- 
ed in the explosion except that he knew 
about it.” 
He had nothing to say of the threat- 
ened bombing of Wall! street on Monday 
night. Police are guarding the district 
following receipt by wealthy men of 
warning letters. 
“There is no question that we have 
the solution of the plot,” Burns stated. 
“The Burns agency first investigated 
the explosion, then the 
took up the matter. 

Told of Plot Beforehand. 
“The reward of $50,000 was offered 
soon after the explosion to get a con- 
fession from Lindenfeld. He warned 


us about the explosion Wefore it took 
place. He knew it was going to hap- 
pen, but he didn’t know where. 
“Lindenfeld is one of those fellows 
who believes in revolution by pacific 
methods, not by direct action. There 
is no question but that Lindenfeld was 
the representative of the soviet govern- 
ment in this country. 

“It was our plan not to arrest him 
until we obtained certain information 
out of him and then we would co- 
operate with the police in this city in 
rounding up the whole band of plot- 
ters.” 

Burns said that Lindenfeld was ac- 
quainted with prominent radicals here. 
He was able to obtain information 
about their activities, and in many in- 
Stances told of these plans soon after 
they. had been decided gn. 

“ May: Have Been 300 in It.” 


“How many persons do you believe 
were involved in the Wall street bomb 
plot?” Burns was asked. 

“That is hard to say,”” he answered. 
“Tt might be any way from twelve to 
300 radicals; men and women. There 
is no question that the Thi§d Inter- 
national in Moscow was responsible

MOUNTAIN EXISTENCE. 


HIS is the centenary of the Monks’ 

Rescue home, located at a wind 

swept, bleak spot, 8,120 feet above 

sea level in St. Bernard's pass in 
the Alps. 

About twenty-five men who live in this 
Station spend their time in their devo- 
tion; in ‘maintaining a home for way- 
farers and in rescuing those lost in the 
mountain snowdrifts. They are on call 
for rescue expeditions at all hours of 
the day and night, and, once a week, 
that they may keep themseives in good 
wind, they turn out for a lomg, exhaust- 
ing, training outing. 

It is the custom to keep each monk on 
the station for from fifteen to twenty 
years and then to transfer him to Sim- 
| plon pass, which is only 6,000 feet above 

sea level, or to assign him to a par- 
ish in some mountain valley. 

In the 100 years more than 100 men, 
picked for their youth and strength, have 
spent fifteen or twenty years at this ele- 
vation above sea level, and endured the 
exposure which -comes in the winter. 

It is possible to get a line on the 
healthfulness of high elevations and life 
in the open in cold weather from the 
century long experience of these men. 

In, 1839 three died from typhoidyfever.. 
A traveler brought the disease to the 


monastery, and three deaths amgng at- 
tendants followed. Two died fr con- 
sumption many years ago. Th@se two 


came into the monastery together’and, it 
is said, were infected when they came in, 
4f so, the disease progressed oniy s:0Wl), 
for one died eiglit years after he located 
at St. Bernard’s, and the other thirteen 
t years after going there. 

One died from epilepsy, one from peri- 
tonitis, and. four from avalanehes or 
other accidents. ? 

The.station has been free 
from coughs, colds, and all §infections 
and eruptive diseases. 

The average age attained by these men 


at Simplon and in the valley parishes 
to which they have been transferred has 
been very high. 


} In addition to their own health condi- 
tions they have been able to make some 
valuable observations on the effects of 
altitude. One is that apoplexy is much 
more important as.a cause of death 
among persons at high altitudes than it 
is among other peoples. © 

The conclusion is that. most of. the 
deaths at high altitudes, ascribed to

heart disease, are really due to apoplexy. 

That being true, it is the man with 
high blood pressure, rather than the man 
with heart disease, who should avoid 
high altitudes. 

Consumptives do best at an altitude of 
7,500 to 8,000 feet. Colds, infections, and 
eruptive fevers are not of much conse- 
quence at the altitudes. 

At about 6,000 open exposed 
to the sunlight do not undergo ‘septic 
processes. The sunlight at high altitudes 
has a maximum heating power. A ma 
at St. Bernard's pass can lie on a | 


bank at midday in the sunlight and sleep.

held to apply only to those who have been 
convicted for desertion. Under the laws of 
most states a person who is convicted of a 
felony forfeits his rights of citizenship, and 
therefore also his rights to become a citizen.

WINTER BUILDING 


November Contracts 45 
Per Cent Over 1920. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
Building activities continue to per- 
form as the Infant Phenomenon of 
the industrial situation. With Christ- 
mas one week away and the weather 
still open, residential construction is 
still booming. In all_parts of the coun- 
try reports are that this is the most 
active December the industry has ex- 
perienced in many years. Figures of 
the F. W. Dodge company, a trade au- 
thority, issued yesterday in the Amer- 
ican Contractor, pour a_ statistical 
foundation under the general reports 
which union leaders and contractors 
have been making ‘since the topcoat 
days set in. 3 
Big Gains in November. 


Building contracts actually awarded 
in November, the Dodge figures show, 
were 45 per cent greater than in No- 
vember, 1920. They were only 14 per 
cent less than in October, while ordi- 
narily the decline from October to No- 
vember, has been about 25 per cent. To 
put it another way, November saw 
only about one-half of the normal sea- 
contracts actually 


sonal slump in 
awarded. The contracts given for the 
month all over the country had a 


valuation of $192,311,000. 

The pace is keeping up, too. For 
the forty-ninth week of 1921, endea 
Dec. 10, the Dodge statistics show 
1,568 contracts awarded with a valua- 
tiom of $42,116,500. Nearly one-half 
of this was for residential structures. 
with a valuation of $20,359,000, Still 
under contemplation, but without con- 
tracts having been awarded, are 2,244 
projects valued at $116,300,000. 

$9,877,400 Contracts Here. 

In the states in the Chicago district 
the building awards for the week 
amounted to $9,877,400. Some $57.- 
790,000 of other construction is con- 
templated. In the New York district 
the awards amounted to $13,421,000 
and the contemplated to $20,600,000. 

The remarxable volume of building, 
either under way or projected, is indi- 
cated even more emphatically by the 
figures on building permits. In 204 
cities the total valuation of permits 
taken out in November was 98 per cent 
higher than in November, 1920. It was 
about on a parity with November, 1919, 
when construction costs were at their 
height and work was going full tilt, in 
the fat era when industry was running 
‘away from itself. 

When the drop in building costs is 
taken into consideration, the present 
volume of permits is more than double 
a year ago. 

In Chicago, the volume of building 
permits taken out in November was 
about $2,000,000.greater than in Octo- 
ber. Figures given for November are 
$12,389,000; for October, $10,457,000. 


Summary of Situation. 


This is how the present season 
stacks up against its last two prede- 
cessors: 


In 204 cities in November this year, 
42.826 permits were taken out with a 
valuation of $148,593,000. In Novem- 
ber, 1920, 28,647 perthits with a valu- 
ation of $74,900,000 Were taken out. In 
November, 1919, 31,764 permits, valua- 
tion of $151,070,000. . |

Cream of Almond Soup. 

A cream of almond soup may b+ 
nothing more than a cream of celery 
soup, plus some chopped and cooked 
almonds. For each four cups of soup. 
cut up three long stems of celery int« 
small pieces, after washing and brusb- 
ing or scraping—if this is needed—and 
cover with one pint of cold water. Add 
a pinch of salt, a half teaspoon of su- 
gar, and the léast bit of cayenne pep- 
per. Put over fire, bring to boiling 
point, then turn down flame to lowest 
point it will keep alive, and simmer 
for forty minutes.

Of these eight scenes, four, at the most, dea] directly with the fate of the 
Czar Boris. These four contain entire an unusually rich drama, similar in 
some of its aspects to the Shakespearean drama, “Richard III.” As did Rich- 
ard, Boris strangles a child, the son of his brother, to clear his way to the 
throne. He is coronated and left to himself in a palace to reflect on his crime. 
The loneliness of kings is his undoing.

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THE MOON. 
O the ordinary observer the moon 
looks to be nearly as large as 
the sun, notwithstanding the as- 
tonishing fact that it would take 
27,000,000 moons to make one sun. 
Their apparent similarity of size is due 
to the sun’s great distance from us and 
the moon’s nearness:. The moon is 
240,000 miles from the earth, the sun 
93,000,000. The moon is 2,163 miles in 
diameter. 

A better idea of our satellite's size is 
it with the 

earth, or better still by comparing it 
with the United States. If its hemi. 
sphere, which is continually turned to- 
ward us, were laid upon the United 
States, one rim would rest on, Call 
fornia and Idaho, while the other 
would be on Florida and New York. 
Above, it would extend into Canada, 
and below it would cut Mexico. 

We are more familiar with the 
moon's surface than with that of any 
other celestial body, because it is near 
er and more easily observed. In a tele- 
scope the scene is one of frightful des. 
olation, of absolute death; and from 
the safe vantage point of the eyepiece 
of a telescope, the view is one of rare 
fascination, and leaves little for the im- 
agination. In many places the surfaca 
is so terribly rough that no safe place 
for hand or foot could be found on the 
sharp crags. 

Criss-crossing this formidable waste 
are enormous fissures, deep yawning 
abysses, sheer chasms that have no vis- 

_ thle bottoms and are surely miles deep. 
These cracks split great mountains 
from summit to foundation. On this 
land of hard and tortured scoria, the 
sun strikes with blinding glare, while 
every shadow is a splash of midnight 
black. 

A strong telescope brings the moon 
near enough to reveal hills the size of 
houses, and objects smaller than this 
can be seen if*they have much length. 
You can see a wire easily, where a nail 
head of the same diameter would be 
invisible. For the same reason cracks 
and streaks a few feet across on the 
moon's surface can frequently be ob- 
served. 

The moon land is a place of the wild- 
est desolation. It resembles nothing 
that we know. It is a world of harsh, 
burned ashes interspersed with froze 
sheets of lava. 

Most of the mountain ranges on 
earth run in long lines and often in 
parallel ridges, but it is .not so with 
the mountains of the moon. Almost 
without exception they are circular in 
form, thus bearing evidence of their 
origin in fire. A large part of the sur- 
face is covered with craters, which are 
so exceedingly numerous in places 
that they even overlap each other. 

If large and small are counted, there 
are hundreds of thousands of them ex- 
tending far and wide over the wild 
landscape. The moon’s vo!canoes are 
all dead, so far as evidence has been 
found. They bear the signs of tremen- 
dous’ fires in the past, but those fires 
have ceased to burn, and now no lava 
flows. In the moon's early life it was 
comparatively free from eruptions. 
Large tracts of surface are of gray or 
green basalt-like rock. Here we see 
the original crust just as it hardened | 
and grew cold. | 

As the moon cooled from its molten 
state millions of years ago, perhaps, it 
formed a surface crust before the in- 
terior solidified. The imprisoned gases,

Without doubt the lubrication of the 
gar is most riously affected by cold 
weather. Our gasoline of today, which 
ig more correctly termed motor fuel, 
is a combination of many different 
fuels, some of which are quite volatile 
that is, easily evaporated—and oth- 
ere of which are rather heavy. 

The comparative manner in which: 
these fractions are designated is by 
geference to the temperature to which 
the particular fraction must be heated) 
pefore it will ignite. When the igniting 

is reached the fuel is at 
tts “flash point.” The various flash 
points of the different fractional com- 
ts will vary between approxi- 
mately 125 degrees Fahrenheit and 600 
degrees Fahrenheit. This last named | 
temperature is called the end point of 
the fuel, and since a goodly percent- 
age of our present fuel is composed of 
the fractions having high end points 
we are of necessity foro. to use the 
choke @ great deal when starting in 
eol4 weather. The reason is plain. 


Only the fuels igiuiting easily are the 
ones to first take fire when the engine 
ts cold. The other fractions having 
high end points do not ignite, but ool-| 
lect In the combustion chamber, and 
leak by the piston rings and pistons 
to the crank case, thus diluting the 
lubricating ofl. It takes but a small 
amount of fuel dilution to destroy the 
lubricating value of the engine oil, 
and after this has happened irrepara- 
ble damage can be done the interior 
‘of the engine in a short while. S8o it 
is easily seen that frequent attention 
to the lubricating ofl and its condition 
ie highly; necessary during cold 
weather. |

Detecting the LAafers. 


 Ynfortunately, the mongrels do not 
have a guilty conscience, and it is im- 
possible to go into the poultry yard 
and put your finger on the hens that 
are poor layers, unless trap nest rec- 
ords are kept. Trap nesting is not 
practiced to any great extent by the 
average poultry man, so. other and 
more practical ways are followed to 
enable flock owners to eliminate the 
culls and raise the standard of their 
birds. 

Experts have made a careful study 
of egg production and its relation to 
the time of molting, body changes, 
color of skin, body conformation, 


istics. No matter how welb-a bird may 
be dressed in rich colored plumage, the 
experienced culler is able to recognize 
the marks of a low producer. With 
these points Clear in mind, the practi- 
cal poultry keeper can go into the pens 
and sort out the gcod from the bad 
with a fair degree of accuracy. 


Gives Course in Culling. 


Hundreds of low producing hens in 
Chicago vback lots have, no doubt, been 
locked in the fattening coop to be made 
into Christmas meat during the last 
few days as a result of the short course 
in culling given by Prof. Le Roy L. 


cent poultry show held at the Coliseum. 

To make his demonstrations practi- 
cal he brought two hens with trap 
nest records from the Purdue poultry 
farm. One of them produced 97 eggs 


the other has a reoord of 197 eggs a 
year, a difference of 100 eggs. The 
cost of feeding, housing, and labor in 
caring for the two hens is about the 
same, but the difference in profit, using 
Chicago prices, amounts to about $4 a 
year. The poor layer produced only a 
dozen eggs more than: her maintenance 
requirement, while the other hen piled 
12 eggs into the basket after she had 
*paid her board. 


Measures with Hands. 


Every poultryman’s fiock could be 
made up of hens similar to the Pur- 
due hen with a record of 197 eggs a 
year if culling were carefully done ac- 
cording to Prof. Jones’ methods. He 
says that if hens are to be good layers 
they must have capacity. To deter- 
mine this he makes certain méasure- 
ments which indicate the bird’s ability 
to produce His methods are simple 
and can be followed by any one. 

All the measurements are made with 
the hands, and are relative. Hands, 
as well as hens, vary in size. Hens of 
the different breeds, of course, are of 
various sizes. The poultryman must 
first become fainiliar with the meas- 
Urements of the high laying hens of 
the particular variety he happens to 
keep. He often knows one or two hens 
can use their measurements as, stand. 
ards in culling other birds. 

A hen with along keel or 
bone indicates capacity and is usually 
& good layer. For example, the Plym- 
outh rock hen with a record of 197 eggs 

year that was used in the show dem- 
onstration has a kee! bone that reached 
from the center of the pdim of the 
hand to the tip-end of the second fin- 
ger. The other hen, with the record 
of only ninety-seven eggs a year, was 
measured at the same time, and the 
keel bone reached only to the first gk | 
of the second finger. 

Must Have Broad Shoulders. —

Blindfolds His Students. 


Experts consider the fourth measure- 
ment especially important. ‘' In meas- 
uring the shape of the body I pick up 
a bird with both hands and try to de- 
cide by feeling whether she is a little, 
shallow, round bodied hen lacking ca- 
pacity, henc@a poor layer, or a deep, 
blocky, slab sided hen with capacity, 
indicating that e is a high layer,” 
said Prof. Jones. “I often have this 
measurement made by students blind- 
folded in order that the time of molt 
or the condition of the comb may not 
influence their decision.” 

In measuring the abdominal capa- 
city of a hen two measuremerts are 
necessary. The fingers serve as the 
yardstick. On each side of the vent 
are two thin, flexible bones, eoammonly 
called pin bones or pelvic bones. Slight- 
ly below these two bones is the rear 
end of the keel or breast bone. The 
distance between these bones indicates 
the abdominal capacity of a hen. 

The first measurement is between 
the two pin or pelvic bones. There is 
room for three and four fingers be- 
tween these two bones if the hen is a 
high producer and is. in good laying 
condition. With the same hen there 
would be room for five or six fingers 
laid between the tips of the pin or pel- 
vic bones and the rear end of the keel 
bone. 

Good Layers Molt Late. 

The two pin bones will be close to- 
gether when a pullet starts laying, and 
the depth® between the pin bones and 
the kee] bone will be shallow. With 
a high prodycing pullet the bones 
gradually spread as the laying season 
progresses and in the spring, when 
laying is heaviest, there will be room 
for three or four fingers between the 
pelvic bories and five or six fingers

When a hen stops laying in the 
summer or fall she usually begins to 
molt or shed her § feathers. 
layers molt late and the ‘stage of 
molting is indicated by the number 
of new and old feathers on the wings. 
Once a year every hen has to go to 
the dressmaker and get a new gown 
—they drop their old feathers and 
grow new ones.. The wing test is 
the easiest for the amateur. Spread 
the wimg and count the long feathers. 
The wing feathers are divided into 
two pagts, primaries, the long feathers 
on the .outer joint of the wing, and 
the secamdaries, the long feathers next 
to the body. They are separated by 
a short middle feather called the axial 
feather. 

Take a. Short Vacation. 

When a hen starts to molt among 
the first feathers to drop is the first 
primary mext to the axial feather. 
But a new one soon takes its place. 
This is repeated until a new row of 
feathers is .grown on the wing. As 
a rule a hen does not molt and lay 
at the same time, and the longer it 
takes to molt the fewer eggs she lays.

Culling is commonly done in Au- 
gust, or September or October, but 
may be done throughout the winter. A 
safe rule to fallow when culling is 
done in the fal? is to watch fof the 
number of old and new feathers in 
the wing. The iwmore old feathers in 
the primary section of the wing the 
better the hen; she is uslally a high 
producer and should be kept. On the 
other hand, the more new feathers 
found in the primmry section in the 
fall the poorer-the: hen. Such hens 
should be discarded.

‘Ch inch. Bug 
Two- Thirds of State 


Actual fleld examinations show that 
approximately two-thirds of Illinois is 
infested with chinch bugs, a common 
pest that is a serious menace in this 
state. Chinch bugs have been found 
in fields this fall from Cairo, in the ex- 
treme south end of the state, to Bloom- 
ington. In general, they cover the 
southern two-thirds of the state from 
the Mississippi river across to Indiana. 

In making a survey of the chinch 
bug situation W. P. Flint, chief ento- 
mologist of the state, found the greater 
part of the southern half of the state 
to be infested. In many cases the in- 


Cause serious damage to crops next 
season. Areas in the immediate cen- 
tral part and the extreme south end of 
the state are only slightly infested. 

-According to Mr. Flint, all of the rail- 
roads in the infested area have been re- 
quested to burn their right of way as 
thoroughly as possible to help in de- 
stroying the bugs. Nearly @1l of the 
railroads have expressed their willing- 
ness to do this. 

Wherever it is possible the chinch 
bug’s hibernating quarters should be 
burned this. winter, advises the ento- 
mologist chief. “ All the bugs cannot be 
killed in this way, but every one that 
is killed may mean several h f 
wheat or oats or a good hill of ne « 
more in the fields next year,’ he said. 

“If we are to reduce our grain 
production next year we want.-to do it 
by reducing the number of acres, not 
by allowing the bugs to reduce the 
yield per acre, as this does not mean 
profit to any one but the — added 
Mr. Flint.

Speaks from Experience. 

I speak from experience. I can re- 
call distinctly several different occa- 
sions where I have gone over my vari- 
ous listings, placing to one side those 
which I knew were open for trade, and 
then matching up those which I 
thought met the requirements on both 
sides of a possible exchange. It is 
easier to do this now than when I first 
began the business. Exchanges have 
become so much a part of the real 
@tate game that every good realtor in 
listing a property will always inquire 
ifthe owner would entertain a trade, 
and if so of what character of 


ety. 

There are probably natural born 
waders, but I am of the opinion that 
most well informed real estate men 
@n become efficient exchangers by 
biiowing a few fundamental prin- 
tiples. First, know thoroughly the 
property you have in hand for ex- 
shange. Convince yourself of its real 
worth as a trading proposition, of its 
present and future possibilities. Sec- 
only, make sure of the mental atti- 
tude of your client and of the kind 


of property he will be likely to con- 


sider in a trade and then try to find 
from your own list or from other 
brokers the kind of property desired. 


Real Values Don’t Always Govern. 


Also remember that exchanges are 
made frequently as a matter of con- 
venience, and real values do not al- 
ways govern. So it often happens that 
one party to a deal will give a de- 
tided advantage, simply to put him- 
self in what he considers a more ad- 
vYantageous position. Avoid argument 
as far as possible as to “actual val- 
ues,” but make no representations as 
© values you cannot reasonably ex- 
pect to stand up.

How Blue Sky Law Helps Investors. 
Securities laws are here to stay. Thera 
are now forty states with “blue sky” 
laws in force to prevent fraud in the sale 
of securities, Massachusetts having re- 
cently adopted an act based on the IIli- 
nois plan. These laws are designed to 


protect investors as far ag possible 
against offerings of worthless securities. 
In a previous article we defined the com- 
prehensive meaning of the word “ securi- 
ties’ as used in the Illinois law. We 
also pointed out the remedy which this 
act provides for the purchaser’ of securi- 
ties sold illegally within the meaning of 
the law. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that, although many precautions 
have been taken in the requirements for 
qualification of securities, the fact that a 
company has qualified under this act 
does not of itself mean that its securities 
are good. 

In order to qualify under class C or 
class D a statement must be filed with 
the secretary of state describing securi- 
ties to be sold; giving a detailed state- 
ment of assets and liabilities, income ac- 
count, analysis of surplus account, names 
and addresses of officers and directors 
and trustees and other pertinent facts 
and data required by the act. This state- 
ment is submitted under oath by those 
interested in the sale of the securities, 
but neither the state of Illinois nor any 
officer of the state assumes any responsi- 
bility for any statement contained there- 
in nor recommends any of the securities. 

The investor should not purchase secu- 
rities simply on the strength of their 
having qualified under the blue sky law 
without a careful investigation. Of

thing accomplished is getting the 

Northwestern railroad interested 
enough in the project to agree to co- 
operate and also to pay its appor- 
tioned share of the contemplated 
$1,500,000 cost of depressing its tracks 
and erecting nine ornamental stone 
bridges. 

Some of the Things to Be Done. . 


Briefly here are the important things 
actually to be done, some of which al- 
ready are under way, which ultimate- 
ly will make Glencoe one of the most 
attractive places to live in to be found 
anywhere: 

The Northwestern to increase its 
tracks to four, two local] and two ex- 
press, for passenger service only, and 
eventually to be electrified. All freight 
to be handled by its branch west of the 
Skokie. 

_ The Chicago, North Shore and Mfi- 
waukee interurban to have four 
tracks and codperate with the North- 
western in the erection and use of an 
elaborate union station. 

The right of way of both roads to 
be depressed all the way through the 
village, with gently sloping banks in- 
Stead of the usual steep railroad cut, 
embellished with grass, shrubs, and 
trees, and a wide strip of park on each 
side the entire distance.
